Marigny Tells 
of Marriage 
to Nancy Oake

Nassau, Bahamas, Nov. 4 —(IP)— 


In loud, 
French-accented

Alfred de Marigny told from the 
witness stand in the Bahamas Su- 
preme Court today of his marriage 
May 19, 1942, to Nancy Oakes, the 
daughter of the man he is on trial 
for killing. 


Leaving 
the 
barred prisoner's 


dock to tell his story for the first 
time, the tall, slender defendant in 
a sensational 
murder 
trial 
de- 


scribed his courtship of the red- 
haired Nancy, then 18 years old. 


They had known each other for 


months, he related, when he went 
to New York in March, 1942, lor 
medical treatment. He saw Nancy 
often while there, he 
said, 
and 


made a trip to California with her 
in the company of Mr. and Mrs. 
George de Happ 


When they returned 
he under- 


went an operation. 


"I told Nancy that if it turned out 


all right, we would get married," 
he said. 


"On May 1U, 1942, we were mar- 


ried in New York." 


A helmcf.ed guard stood beside 


the witness stand while the accused 
son-in-law talked. ' 


De Marigny leaned against 
the 


rail, swayed slightly and occasion- 
ly 
scratched 
his nose 
while he 
answered the questions put to him 
with a firm "yes" or "no." He did 
not add the customary "sir" 
or 


"your honor." 


The courtroom was packed for 


the long-awaited appearance of the 
man who is charged with beating 
Sir Harry on the head and leaving 
him to die on a burning bed.

(Delayed) (/P)— At thc foot of a 


fuming volcano, United Stales ma- 
rines this morning began Ihe con- 
quesl of Japan's last and most 
powerful Solomons holding — heavi- 
ly garrisoned Bougainville island. 


It was an opposed landing, de- 


spite heavy shelling by U. S. naval 
units and dive bomber 
atlacks 


that between them raised 
more 


smoke than I can see now pouring 
from thc conlinually 
smoldering 


peak of Mount Bagana, rising .6,- 
, 
r>00 feet some 10 miles inland from 
the landing point at Empress Au- 
gusta bay.

Thc marines came ashore shoot- 


ing after their landing boats sur- 
vived a heavy shelling from 
Ja- 


panese mortars. That was Ihrec 
hours ago, al 8:25 a.m. Ihere fol- 
lowed two and a half hours of al- 
most continuous machine gun and 
rifle firing as the first assault wave 
of marines cleared up enemy po- 
sitions several miles along 
the 


beachhead and pushed into 
the 


jungle. 


During a bailie

Beach, Japanese planes attempted 
to attack our transports and de- 
stroyers lying offshore. A 
few 


enemy planes got 
through 
thc 


screen of American 
interceptor 


planes but I saw two fall in flames. 


The landing on the biggest of 


Solomons islands half again

large as Guadalcanal — was made 
al Cape Torokino, on the soulh- 
wcslern side of Bougainville. The 
landing point is but 240 miles from 
the enemy's New Britain fortress 
at Rabaul. 


Our armada steamed into Em-

provisions of thc excess profits tax, 
and thc amounts. 


2. Remove toilet soap from the

is the lime the miner spends pro- 
ducing coal and traveling to and 
from his place of work under- 
ground. Eight hours of this is mea- 
sured as productive lime and three- 
quarters of an hour as travel time. 
The old 7-hour day was all pro- 
ductive lime. 


The effect on Ihe miner is this: 


Ho receives $8.50 a day instead of 
$7 and agrees to dig coal an hour 
longer for the increase. This is con- 
sonant with the old contracl which 
provided time and a half afler 7 
hours a day. These earnings, for 
illuslralive purposes, apply to the 
man receiving the basic wage. He 
is nn inside day laborer and 
his 


pay is virtually the minimum for 
able-bodied 
underground 
men. 


Miners on a higher rate get a pro- 
portionately higher increase. 


To compute the earnings for a 


six-day week, the 8 3-4 hour work 
day at $8.50 can be broken down 
inlo a rate of 97.14 cenls an hour 
The total six-day week is 52 1-2 
lours, of which 40 hours are paid 
for at straight time 
and 
12 1-2 


hours at time and a half. 
This 


comes to a little over $57. 
The 


same man's present earnings for a 
six-day week -of 42 hours, all pro- 
ductive, is $45.50. 


The outside day laborer, now get- 


ting a basic wage of $G a day. will 
work 8 1-4 hours and receive $7.01. 


In the case of anthracite miners, 


no portal-lo-portal problem is in- 
volved. Their present produclive 
day is undisturbed except for the 
reduction in lunch period for "day 
and monthly" men. Thuse paid on 
a time basis rather than output. 


The increase of 37.8 cents is paid 


for the 15 minutes which is taken 
from lunch. The WLB

is the lime the miner spends pro- 
ducing coal and traveling to and 
from his place of work under- 
ground. Eight hours of this is mea- 
sured as productive lime and three- 
quarters of an hour as travel time. 
The old 7-hour day was all pro- 
ductive lime. 


The effect on Ihe miner is this: 


Ho receives $8.50 a day instead of 
$7 and agrees to dig coal an hour 
longer for the increase. This is con- 
sonant with the old contracl which 
provided time and a half afler 7 
hours a day. These earnings, for 
illuslralive purposes, apply to the 
man receiving the basic wage. He 
is nn inside day laborer and 
his 


pay is virtually the minimum for 
able-bodied 
underground 
men. 


Miners on a higher rate get a pro- 
portionately higher increase. 


To compute the earnings for a 


six-day week, the 8 3-4 hour work 
day at $8.50 can be broken down 
inlo a rate of 97.14 cenls an hour 
The total six-day week is 52 1-2 
lours, of which 40 hours are paid 
for at straight time 
and 
12 1-2 


hours at time and a half. 
This 


comes to a little over $57. 
The 


same man's present earnings for a 
six-day week -of 42 hours, all pro- 
ductive, is $45.50. 


The outside day laborer, now get- 


ting a basic wage of $G a day. will 
work 8 1-4 hours and receive $7.01. 


In the case of anthracite miners, 


no portal-lo-portal problem is in- 
volved. Their present produclive 
day is undisturbed except for the 
reduction in lunch period for "day 
and monthly" men. Thuse paid on 
a time basis rather than output. 


The increase of 37.8 cents is paid 


for the 15 minutes which is taken 
from lunch. The WLB 
estimated 


earnings at $7.08 for a 7-hour day. 
This breaks down to $1.01 plus per 
hour. A auarler of that is 25 cents 
plus. At time and a half, the result 
is 37.8 cents. 
The tonnage men, usually called 


a "contract miner," have no regu- 
lar lunch period, if any at all, and 
no 
regular 
quitting lime. 
The 


miners say Ihe benefil of the 37.8- 
cent increase is extended lo 
Ihe 


tonnage worker on the basis thai 
each "slart" has been traditionally 
regarded as a day's work, regard- 
less of the time spent underground 
in production.
